STRENGTH op INSECTS —A Belgian 


naturalist has lately made some inter- 
esting experiments fur measuring the 
strength of insects 
He first tested 


their power of raising weights while 
walking on a Jpvel surface.

novel method of doing tbia was to 
harness tbe insects by a horizontal 
thread running over an easily-moving 
pully, at the other end of which was 
attached a scalepan for holdingsanc).

parallel strips opglas; and to keep it 
from slipping, b'e covered its track 
with coarse muslin.

The 
insect and tbe sind it had raised 
were then weighed, and the relation 
between the weight of the two was 
obtained. Ha found that the insect 
could raise forty times its own Weight; 
while by a similar 
method man 


could raise only tive-nixths of his 
weight, aud n horse only one half or 
two thirds of his. 
Bv repeating each 


experirai nt three times and employ 
ing a vast number of insects of vario g 
sizes, nnd comparing his resulfp, bo 
came to the conclusion that the8>uui, 
or insects in the some group invar 
lably raise the greater weight in pro 
portion to their own weight.
